a BE Comment... The report confirms the presence of a 
parachute unit in Zakupy up to May 1950, From the data 
given, a parachute battalion is believed to be stationed 
there, Zakupy is located in an area in which Czechosicvakian 
parachute and airborne units are stationed. Guch units were 
located in Mimon, Straz pod Raiskem, and Doksy. They are 
pelieved to belong to the army. 

MM Comment... The presence of a parachute battalion in 
Straz pod Ralskem was previously known. It appears 
improbable that it should use another airfield. The 
existence of a second airfield in this area is unknown. 
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
